towers at Harrah's and Trump, Borgata, and
Resorts, providing more rooms for Atlantic
City. The sale and implosion of the Sands
Casino. We saw many a refinancing of a number
of the licensees and the entrance of private
equity entities into the market as sources of
funds. And casino gaming revenues, of course,
hitting 5.2 billion in 2006.

And we had many challenges, the shutdown
of State government and ultimately shutting
down the casinos in 2006. And, of course, the
denial of the license for Tropicana which was a
very difficult decision for the Commission and
the appointment of Justice Stein as
conservator. And after a long and arduous
process, the property was ultimately sold and,
thankfully, never closed. The downturn in the
economy and competition has brought new
challenges to the industry and to all of us.

As revenues grew in other states, Atlantic City
saw gaming revenues decline. We saw casinos
file for bankruptcy, and we were concerned
there would be closings and loss of jobs.

And we also saw challenges as an agency
